In black and white photography, one must tran- 
slate a scene that the eye sees in color into a black 
and white image. 

That would be simple except for two little 
problems: 
1. The eye does not see color with the same 
sensitivity as film. The human eye is most sen- 
sitive to the yellow-green part of the spec- 
trum, while film is most sensitive to the violet- 
blue: part. In addition, film is sensitive to 
ultra-violet waves which have no effect on 
the human eye. 

2. Things in a scene may look different 
because of a difference in color, but when 
translated into black and white they took 
almost the same. For example, a red apple is

That’s what we’ve been trying to figure out. 

A newspaper serves its community in many ways.

indistinct against green leaves in a black and 
white photo. 

Fortunately for photographers, there are filters. 
Filters absorb some colors, transmit others and 
alter the tones in a black and white image. A filter 
will lighten its own color and darken its com- 
plementary color. The darker colored filters 
produce more pronounced effects. In short, filters 
give photographers one heck of a lot of control 
over the finished image. 

Here is a list of some filters and their functions: 

Green absorbs ultraviolet, violet and some blue 
and red waves. It is a correction filter for light, out- 
doors and indoors — good’ for outdoor. portraits 
and landscapes. A green filter also lightens foliage 
to accent flowers. 

Orange absorbs ultraviolet, violet and most blue 
waves. It is a contrast filter for indoors and out- 
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Williams; 
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doors. Orange filters penetrate sun haze, darken 
blue colors and enhance textures. Orange filters 
make the sky look darker than natural, and also 
darken water. You can get some brilliant contrasts 
in sunsets using an orange filter. The texture of 
yellow wood, like oak or maple, is enhanced with 
an orange filter. 

Red absorbs ultraviolet, blue, violet and green 
waves. Red filters penetrate haze, increase contrast 
and create “moonlight” effects when film is un- 
derexposed. Red filters also darken skies and 
enhance the textures of dark woods like mahogany, 
as well as adding contrast to blue prints. 

Polarizing screens reduce reflections, transmit 
all visible light waves while absorbing ultraviolet 
waves and darken blue skies. A polarizing screen 
also increases detail in non-metallic objects and 
can be used as a neutral density filter.

Beautiful music filled a beautiful 
old church last Sunday when the 
Hartnell College Choir and Chamber 
Singers presented Christmas music 
at Mission San Juan Bautista. 

Some problems which the choir has 
faced in the past were not overcome 
in this performance either. Still, the 
overall performance was satisfying 
and would have been worth the price 
of admission, if one had been 
charged. 

The evening began with chamber 
singers in the church loft performing 
three versions, by three different 
composers of ‘‘O Magnum Mys- 
terium’’ (‘‘O Great Mystery’’). Male 
and female voices made a rich blend 
of harmony which filled the church 
well, here. 

“OQ Magnum Mysterium’’ was 
followed by a truly grand ‘’Entrada’’ 
performed by the choir and brass 
ensemble. At least, the program 
indicates the choir was singing: | 
couldn’t hear them over the brass. 
Ensemble playing was excellent, 
though. 

“Hodie Christus Natus_ Est’ 
(‘‘Today Christ is Born’’) was next, 
performed joyously by the choir. 

| found nothing remarkable, 
neither good nor bad, in the next four 
songs, ‘‘Ave Regina Coelorum,”’ 
‘‘Yocundare Jerusalem,’’ ‘‘Sors De 
Ton Lit’’ and the Gloria from 
‘Cantata No. 191 by Bach.’’ 

After intermission, though, things 
picked up a bit. | was impressed with 
the choir’s ‘‘There Shall a Star from 
Jacob’, (Bruckner) and with “The 
Virgin’s Slumber Song’’ (Men- 
delssohn). Harmony was pleasant, 
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the singers euniciated clearly and 
men’s and women’s voices did not 
overpower each other. 

Two songs from ‘‘Christmas 
Oratorio’’ by Saint-Saens, ‘‘My Soul 
Doth Magnify the Lord’ and ‘‘Praise 
Ye the Lord of Hosts’’, also 
demonstrated the skills of the choir. 
These two songs would have made 
the rest of the evening worthwhile 
even if the rest of the program had not 
been good. 

“Christmas Cantata’’ by Alan 
Hovhaness rounded out the evening 
well. The music itself was interesting 
and lovely, like some music from the 
Middle East. A saxaphone solo, 
sweetly performed by Hal Nonneman 
was an extra treat, and here, finally, 
the choir was also audible over the 
brass section. 

Kathryn Pederson, soprano and 
Arlene Sorio, alto sang well, 
notwithstanding a few shaky notes. 
Ms. Sorio especially, has a nice rich 
voice. 

Lou Mathews ably accompanied 
the choir on the organ. 

Throughout the performance, 
there were rough spots: high notes 
that were more screeched than sung, 
vocal or instrument notes which went 
flat or sour. | saw at least one member 
of the audience make a face at one 
high note that didn’t make it. 

On the whole, though, | was glad | 
went and other members of the 


audience seemed glad they were 


there too. 
‘““Itwas excellent,’’ said Ruth Betts

“I think it’s time to talk, and | think 
it would be good to have a followup on 
everything that’s happened in the 
last few weeks in our beautiful state 
of California,’’ Garibaldi said. 

“‘1 was born and raised there (in 
San Francisco),’’ he continued. ‘‘I 
had met Moscone while he was in 
office as mayor. | admired the man, | 
thought he was doing a fine job in his 
position. 

“1 was upset about the whole 
thing, and after what happened to 
(Moscone) and Milk, after hearing 
about the Jonestown incident, and 
after being involved in a shooting 
1 was left with a lot of

White. 

“Now here are two- men, 
well-educated, no financial problems 
to speak of. ... White had two jobs, he 
had to give one up. That was his 
choice. He had some status in the 
community. | don’t know if you want 
to say an investigator has status, but 


“Once a person attends once,’’ 
said Marti Hanna, referring to the 
SLB, ‘‘she’s likely to come back.’’
